9. The method claim 8 wherein the therapeutically effective amount of Uncaria 
tomentosa is administered orally. 

10. The method claim 8 wherein the therapeutically effective amount of Uncaria 
tomentosa is administered by aerosol spray. 

11. The method claim 8 wherein the therapeutically effective amount of Uncaria^ 
tomentosa is administered in a parenterally injectable or infusible form. : "
